After about a year’s illness, Dr. Wi- 
liam H. Felton, a distinguished Geor- 
gian, member of congress for tliree 
terms, and widely known throughout 
the south, passed away at his home in 
Cartersville yesterday evening at 6:25) 
o'clock. Dr. Felton suffered from an, 
attack of paralysis last year, from| 
which he never fully recovered. 

His. death was directly due to acute 
indigestion, according to the _ state- 
ment issued by Drs. R. E. Adair, R. I. 
Battle and Howard Felton. The end 
came peacefully, and he was conscious 
aimost to the last moment.

He was a member of the 
Demosthenian bhiterary Society, and 
was most prominent in the society de- 
bates. 

Upon leaving college Dr. Felton be- 
gan the study of medicine, and grad- 
uated in 1844 from the medical college 
of Georgia, at Augusta, being valedic- 
torian of his class. 

He was married in early life to Miss 
Ann Carlton, daughter of J. R. Cariton, 
of Athens. She died in 1851, leaving 
one child, a daughter, Mrs. Ann A. 
Gibbons. When only 16 yeers of age, 
in 1839, he joined the Methodist 
church, : 

A Preacher Without Salary. 

After moving to Cass county, and lo- 
cating near Cartersville, Dr. Felton en- 
tered upon the active practice of his 
chosen profession of medicine, but the 
strain upon his delicate nervous or- 
ganization proved too severe, and 
forced retirement. . In 1848 he received 
license to become a local minister 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south. For forty years he gave the 
best of his mind and strength to the 
ministry. large crowds following his 
appointments, whether in town or city 
pulpits, at rustic bush-arbor meet- 
ings. Sunday after Sunday, without 
salary or perquisites, he devoted his 
best energies to the service of re-

KILLED 3 HURT 
IN-AUTO WRECKS 


One Accident at Ameri- 
cus; Another at Tampa. 


John McLendon and Viola Her- 
man Burned to Death Near 
Americus---Mrs. Ella Steele, 
of Tampa, Dashed Against 
Telephone Post. 


Americus, Ga., September 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Pinned beneath a big burning 
touring automoabile, which a few seéc- 
onds before had piunged off an 8-foot 
embankment while driven at a tefr- 
rific rate of speed, John McLendon, a 
prominent young business man and @ 
bank clerk of this place, and Viola 
Herman were instantly’ killed, and 
Ethel Hill, another member of the 
party, severely burned at 2 o’clock this 
morning. 

The dead woman’s neck was broken 
and death resulted instantly. McLen- 
don was not killed outright, but died in 
horrible agony beneath the flaming 
machine. The bodies of the two vic- 
tims were consumed by the flames from 
their waists to their feet. 

Ethel Hill, the young woman who 
was severely burned, although suffer- 
ing great pain, ran for two miles 
| through the dark to Americus and told 
|the story. Physicians who answered 
the alarm hurried immediately to the 
scene, but the bodies had already been 
burned beyond recognition, 
| Story of Accident. 

It appears, according to the story 
| told by Ethel Hill, McLendon arranged 
| for an automobile ride last night. Ac- 
ne by the two young women, 
he was returning from a trip in the 
| country. From all evidences, the big 
! machine was hurdling toward home at 
a rapid rate. Two miles from Ameri- 
| cus where the road is graded high 
| 


above the surrounding farm lands, the 
big machine struck a rut in the road- 
way. At the rate of speed it was im- 
possible for the driver to right the 
machine, which careened to one side, 
and then plunged down the bank. The 
car went off at right angles. * i 
over and pinned McLendon and the dead 
woman beneath its wreckage. The 
machine !mmediately caught fire. 

From the story told, McLendon’s 
death was a horrible one, as he was 
virtually roasted alive beneath the ma- 
chine and his companion was unable 
to save him, and there was no other 
aid at hand. He was_one of the best 
known young men of this place and 
was associated with the Bank of Com- 
merce. He was 25 years of age.

fear that there will be a lack of gar- 
age accommodations awaiting them 
here. 

At a meeting of the Atlanta Auto 
Trades Association, held yesterday

Walter T. Candler, who is not in the 
automobile business, but is a motor 
enthusiast, stated to the meeting that 
he had arranged to have the old Ly- 
ceum theater, on Edgewood avenue, 
converted into a garage and would ac- 
commodate 150 cars there. 

In this way the garage facilities at 
hand went up by leaps and bounds 
until the present facilities were re- 
corded at 730 definite, with possibly 
room for 116 more, bringing the pros- 
pective total up to 845 cars. 

Address by Brooks Morgan. 

When this was completed, Brooks 
Morgan, vice chairman of the exzecu- 
tive committee in charge of Automo- 
bile Week, addressed the association.

Numbers of Others Re- 
ported Missing.

New Orleans, September 24.—Be- 
lated reports received here today of 
death and destruction from Mondgy’s 
hurricane in Loujsiana and Mississippi 
show a further loss of life and prop- 
erty.

In addition to the cruelty 
of the alleged act of burning her 
mouth with hot meal, the chiM swore 
that her fosier mother had continuous- 
ly beaten her with a wooden coat 
hanger and hed pinched her cruelly 
on different parts of her person many 
times.

R. A. Ewing, Representative of | 
State, May Indict Some | 
\ Savannah Dealers. 


Savannah, Ga., September 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—R. A. Ewing, a representative 
of the state, sent to Savannah to col. | 
lect near beer tax due, amounting to| 
$18,000, has had but very little ewe 
cess to date. If the near beer dealers 
do not come across their names will be 
presented to the grand jury. Mr. Ew- 
ing has a list of those who pay the 

revenue tax for retailing | 
liquor. It shows that 260 persons have 
paid for the privilege of retailing 
liquor in Savannah: 

By checking this list with the list 
of those who have paid the state tax 
Mr. Ewing has arrived at a definite 
conclusion as to what Savannah now 
owes the state. The list of those who 
have licenses from the city to retail 
near beer is also in the hands of the 
state’s representative. This ne ex- 
pects will be of use to him in rounding 
up the delinquents. 

Already Savannah dealers have paid 
the state $47,000. The state tax is 
$200, and there is no dfscount. The 
state license cannot be transferred, 
and such dealers here who have 
transferred their license will be called 
to pay the tax. That Savannah deal- 
ers owe so much ts surprising to some 
of them, who say that the arrangement 
by which they are allowed to sell by 
the police carries with it the well- 
understood provision that they shall 
close on Sundays and shall pay the 
city, state and United States taxes. 
But four of the large number owing 
for retailing near beer have paid. Mr. 
Ewing may remain in Savannah a 
week longer in order to place the mat. 
ter in the hands of the authorities. In 
Atlanta he collected about $10,000.

It still blew that light, life-sapping 
draught which sealed the eyes and 
bleached the nose. We-had hoped that 
this would soften with the midday 
sun, but instead it came with a sharp- 
er edge. Our course was slightly west 
of north, the wind was slightly north 
of west; it struck us.at @ painful angle 
and brought tears. The # moistened 
lashes quickly froze together in a 
winking and we were forced to halt 
Trequently to unseal the eyes with the 
warmth of the uncevered hand. In the 
meantime we found the nose tipped 
with a white skin dnd it also required 
nursing. The entire face was  sur- 
rounded with ice. This experience 
brought warm language, but there was 
no redress. If we aimed to ‘succeed 
the face must be bared to the cut of 
the elements. 

At about 6 o’clock, as the sun crossed 
the west, we had reached a line of 
high pressure *ridges. Beyond the ice 
was cut into smaller floes and thrown 
together into ugly irregularities: an 
active pack and troubled seas could 
not be far away, according to our sur- 
mises. The water sky widened, but 
became less sharply defined. 

We managed to pick a way among 
hummocks and pressure lines which 
seemed imposgjble from a distance, and

hours we saw from an un- 
‘usual uplift of ice’ blocks a broad, dark 
line separating the packs a tremend- 
ous cut several miles wide which 
seemed at the time to bar all further 
progress. We had a folding canvas 
boat on the sleds, but in a temperature 
of 48 degrees below zero no craft 
could be lowered into water without 
fatal. results. All ‘of the ice about 
was. firmly cemented together and 
over it a way was forced to the shore 
of the great lead. ;

Camp was made on a secure old field

|} gseemed like a long river winding be- 
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tween palisades of blue crystal. A 
thin sheet of yellow ice had already 
spread over the mysterious deep and a 
profusion of fantastic frost crystals 
were arranged in bunches resembling 
flowers. Through this young ice dark 
vapors rose like steam through a 
screen of porous fabrics and fell in 
feathers of dust along the sparkling 
shores. Etukhishook went east and I 
went west to examine the’ lead for a 
safe crossing. 

There were several narrow places, 
while here and there floes had been 
adrift in the lead and were now fixed 
by the young ice. Ahwelah remained 
to make our snow house comfortable. 

In exploring the shore line a par- 
tially bridged place was found about 
a mile from’ camp, but the young ice 
was too elastic for a safe track. The 
temperature, however, fell rapidly with 
the setting sun and the wind was just 
strong enough to sweep off the heated 
vapors. <A better atmospheric condi- 
tion could not be afforded to quickly 
thicken the young ice. 

The groaning ice and the eagerness 
to reach the opposite shores kept us 
awake for a long time. With the ear 
resting on the frozen sea the vibrations 
and noises of the moving pack were 
not unlike those of an earthquake. 

Breakfast was served early and soon

And in a few weeks it will come, if the producer himself does not com- 
mit the folly of yielding to the:temptation of 13 cents, and feeding the mar- 
ket more rapidly than the world’s mills can spin and weave. 

If the farmer does not now get 15 cents for his product; he himself will 
be the blind and thoughtless bear leader in holding.the market back. 

There are at least 10,000,000 bales yet to be marketed. 

And $10 a bale more, which 15 cents will bring, means at least a total 
of $100,000,000 added to the farm price of this season’: crop. 

Do the farmers of the south want this $100,000,000? 

It is folly to ask it; it will be greater folly to throw at away. 

Are there 3,000,000 cotton planters in the south? 

Then it means an average of $33 more money for each. 

With an acreage of approximately 30,000,000, it means an added profit 
of $3.35 per acre. 

There is but one side to the argument. 

It rests with the producer to take advantage of it. 


THE POLE IS NO MAN’S LAND. 


The yardstick of international law is applied in an interesting way to 
the controversy over the ownership ot the North Pole, by Hereshoff Bartlett, 
in a communication from Paris to The New York Herald. , 

Mr. Bartlett makes a splendid legal analysis of the case and shows that 
the Pole, though discovered by Americans, is. no man's land, for there is 
no land there. 

The unfathomable ocean, covered with ice, surrounds the Pole; and the 
ocean beyond the three-mile limit fixed by international agreeemnt, is the 
common possession of all peoples. 

Byron’s apotheosis to the ocean has been written into the concrete law 
of nations. Control of the high seas stops with the limit of range of its 
big guns. 

After quoting both Peary and Cook to the effect that at the North Pole 
is “a frozen sea,” and ‘dead world of ice,” Mr. Bartlett concludes: 


The title to ice is incident to the title to land, as the ownership of unhar- 
vested ice remains with the owner or lessee of the water on which it forms: and 
as the ice at the North Pole forms on the high seas, to which no nation can lay 
exclusive claim, it follows that it is, in fact, and in law. no man’s land, because 


‘t is not land. 
Some one gifted in the art of metaphysical reasoning might now discuss 


the question whether Dr. Cook and Commander Peary have only “ascended” 
to the North Pole, or really “discovered” the North Pole, by going to a spot 
which was known to exist and exploring the locality. 

The Students’ Standard Dictionary gives as the cefinition of discover— 

To get first sight or knowledge of, as something previously unkno . 
cos ; A Sgn ge? ates to a knowlege of the world; as to eneneien x comet 

Discovery is defined as “The act of discovering: especially, the act of 
finding out and bringing to public notice something before unknown, as the 
discovery of gunpowder.” 

It is now generally admitted that Dr. Cook got “first sight or knowledge” 
of the Pole. It was something formerly unperceived, but not unknown, as 
would be the case with a new comet, or principle. 

To pursue the tantalizing subject further, explore is explained to mean 
“to subject to search or examination; visit or travel ii: or over in order to 
note the features, conditions or state of.” This unquestionably the gentlemen 
who reached the Pole did. ee |

Cuthbert, Ga., September 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The Georgia, Florida and Alae- 
bama railroad has completed its Cuth- 
bert-Kimbrough extension and on 
Sunday will put on a regular schedule. 

All the present connections with the 
Central in Cuthbert will be continued, 
except the northbound passenger ar- 
riving here about noon will reach 
Cuthbert about 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. going on through to Columbus 
over the Seaboard Air Line tracks.

MARS AND ITS MOONS 
TARGETS FOR TELESCOPES 


Washington, September 24.—Mares 
and its moons were the target of many 
of the big telescope in various parts 
of the world todav, and with the 
planet only 35,000,000 miles from the 
roof of the United States naval ob- 
servatory, aS astronomical sharps fig- 
ured it, the instruments of that in- 
stitution will be In use practically all 
of tonight. Today’s distance between 
the earth and Mars meant a clipping 
of 15,000,000 miles off the average in- 
tervening space. and Professor Asaph 
Hall, Jr., son of the astronomer who 
first discovered the satellites of Mars, 
began training the naval observatorv’s 


early in the evening, despite the pre- 
vailing clouds, and he announced his 
purpose of watching developments un- 
til 3 o’clock tomorrow morning. 

Mars High in Horizon. 

Mars at this time is fairly high on 
the horizon and under ordinarily fair 
conditions, in ‘his latitude, excellent 
observations of the surface markings 
and poiar caps should be recorded. 
While interest was heightened in to- 
night’s observations by reason of the 
planet running in closer to the earth 
than at any other time, the astronom- 
ical exerts of the government have not 
confined their work along this line to 
this one day. Professor Hall and his

The satellites are rather 
close to the planet and some _ very 
curious. disturbance exercised by the 
planet have been noted. To observers 
studying different portions of Mars, 
the inner moon appears in quite dif- 
ferent positions in the sky. 

Hours of Revolution. 

The inner moon, which is in the 
glare of the planet most ofthe time, 
occupies only seven hours and a half 
in its revolution, while the planet it- 
self is a slow mover, turning on its 


axis in about twenty-four hours. This | 


is one of the unique features of the 
solar system. According to scientists, 
accepting the nebular hypothesis, it 


is probable that this satellite was once ° 


a part of the planet and that the total 
mass revolved in a shorter time than 
that now consumedg.by Mars. Observa- 
tions show the inner moon is quite 
bright as soon as it gets a little away 
from the glare of the planet. The 
outer moon observations are expected 
to prceve of considerable value in de- 
termining the mass of Mars.

WORK DAY FOR ORPHANS; 
A PLEA FROM DR. DAVES 


Editor Constitution: The merciful 
spirit in many of the laws of Moses is 
not better illustrated than in the 
provision that the gleanings of the 
field should be’ reserved for the father- 
less and the needy. This enactment 
is repeated three times in varying 
forms: Lev. xxiii-23 reads: “And when 
ve reap the harvest of your land, thou 
shalt not wholly reap the corners of 
thy field, neither shalt thou gather 
the gleaning of thy harvest: Thou 
shalt leave them for the poor, and for 
the sojourner: I am Jehovah your 
God.” 

It is in the spirit of this ancient 
law that a “Work day” has been set 
apart to relieve the distress of the 
orphan children of Georgia.

Speaking night and day, with- 
out the influence of money or news- 
papers, traveling constantly over four- 
teen counties, Dr. Felton waged a 
wonderful campaign, which is spoken 
of to this day. He won by a majority 
of eighty-two votes. His service in 
the forty-fourth congress gave him a 
national recognition as an orator. He 
was reelected to the forty-fifth and 
forty-sixth congresses. Speaker Ran- 
dall, at the beginning of the forty- 
sixth congress, placed Dr. Felton on 
the ways and means committee, the 
first committee of the house. 

Tariff on Quinine. 

A bill which made national quaran- 
tine effective was his pet and pride. 
He was among those who were most 
instrumental in having the tariff re- 
moved from quinine, thus placing 
within the reach of all that great rem- 
edial agent, which is so necessary in 
countless cases. For this act alone 
Dr. Felton will deserve the gratitude 
of humanity, and especially in view of 
the dominant part that quinine plays 
in the latter day treatment of dis- 
eases. 

In 1880 Dr. Felton was defeated for 
reelection in a memorable campaign. 
In 1884 he was elected to represent 
Bartow county in the general assembly, 
and was reelected for two succeeding 
terms. Dr, Felton was the pioneer in 
the introduction of bills in two succes- 
sive legislatures to provide reformation 
for juvenile convicts. Many reforms in 
the convict system grew out of his 
continued agitation of that subject. 

Tribute to His Wife. 

His speech in the legislature when 
he defended his reformatory bill, and 
paid a deserved tribute to his noble 
wife for her cooperation and assist- 
ance, will long be remembered in the 
annals of the state as one of the great- 
est triumphs of forensic skill and with- 
ering invective. 

Saved the State Road. 

To Dr. Felton, while a member of 
the legislature, is perhaps due more 
than to anyone else the fact that the 
Western and Atlantic railroad was 
saved to the state. His determined and 
uncompromising opposition to the sale 
of this magnificent property is per- 
haps responsible for its ownership to- 
day by the state.

New York, September 24.—The cot- 
ton market continued sensationally ac- 
tive today, with business suggesting 
that western bulls and outsiders were 
taking the market away from original 
bull leaders, and with prices selline 
into new high records for the season, 
in spite of heavy realizing and talk of 
an “inevitable reaction.” The close 
was easy in tone, Dut at a net advance 
of 5 to i!l points and at the high point 
of the afternoon December contracts 
sold at {3.57 and May at 13.65, with 
the general list !7 to !9 points net 
higher, about $7.40 a bale above the 
low level of the month. 

The market opened steady, but ir- 
regular. with October ! points higher, 
on a contimued scare of shorts, while 
other positions were generaliv 2 to 8 
points lower, in response to disappoint- 
ing cables. Some of the big bulls 
seemed to be in favor of a reaction, 
arguing that the advance had been 
overrapid, and that the technical posi- 
tion of the market had been weakened, 
but during the early session prices sold 
up to a net advance of 4 to 1! points, 
and, while this was followed by a re- 
action to a net loss of 8 to It! points, 
offerings were so well absorbed-on a 
scale down that early sellers became 
uneasy, and the market made new high 
records all around during the after- 
noon, on strong western buying. cover- 
ing by scalpers and a continued bie 
demand through commission houses. 
Renewed realizing gent prices off a few 
points at the close.

New York, September 24.—Trading 
in stocks fell to a low ebb today. Dur- 
ing the afternoon the condition became 
actually stagnant. The decision of the 
stock exchange authorities to close the 
exchange tomorrow, in obdservance of 
the Hudson-Fulton celebration, was 
partly responsible for this. There was 
some diversion of speculation into the 
Gotten market, where the booming tide 
of the demand brought the condition 
into resembiance, with the great spec- 
ulative episodes of the past in that 
medium. There was a large partici- 
pation in thie activity by the usuai [re- 
quenters of the stock market and the 
volume of business there suffered ac- 
cordingly. The dullness of the trading 
left little motive power in the price 
movement and its wavering course 
could not fairly be accepted as a re- 
liable index of any opinions on vaiues. 
There was less urgency in the selling 
that was done, and it was not pushed 
at the expense of values. The relief 
from selling pressure seemed to offer 
small attraction, however, for any at- 
tempt to resume the operations for an 
advance. The intervening holiday 
would act as a bar to such an incli- 
nation. The growing money market 
also is kept in view. Preliminary es- 
timates of the week’s ct rency move- 
ment point to a small @in by the 
banks from the interjor, Gu smaller 
than last week. and with the tide of 
the outward movement from this cen- 
ter rising. The loss of the banks from 
subtreasury operations of $3,952,000 has 
been reduced, apparently, Dy a few 
hundred thousand dollars ‘“y reason 
of the receipts from the interior. There 
was a slight lowering of the private 
discount rate tn London today. which 
indicates some relaxation of pressure 
there. Advices from abroad represent 
a widespread and increasing demand 
for money at all the great centers and 
a desire to discourage further Ameri- 
can borrowing for supposed specula- 
tive purposes. There were a few hap- 
penings during the day which brought 
a response in individual stocks af- 
fetced. Such was the discontinuance 
of the sult to prevent the merging of 
the United States and the Central 
Leather companies and the taking of 
the necessary action by the stockhold- 
ers of the two companies to perfect 
the merger. Central Leather advanced 
in face of a general decline then in 
progress. 

The action of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford authorities in pro- 
posing an issue of $40,000,000 of new 
stock, was of small effect on the mar- 
ket, although it is assumed that sub- 
scription rights of value will be in- 
volved. The reception of this announce- 
ment is in contrast with the specula- 
tive turmoil which has accompanied 
vague rumors of intended similar ac- 
tion by other companies; rumors thus 
far without confirmation. The feature 
of the meager dealings in the stock 
market was the number of enormous 
individual transactions in Reading, and, 
to some extent, in United States Steel. 
The persistence with which Reading 
was pushed for sale on the advances 
and forced back had much to do with 
the vacillating tendency of the whole 
list. When the pressure on Reading 
subsided, a tendency of prices to rise 
moderately came into notice.
